IN YALB 

the gonornl oBicea of tlio company nru 
situated in a two-Btory wooden building 
uear tho rivor. Tlio inucliii.u shops, c«r- 
building bhops, etc., :iro ulao locnted here, 
and thu gonoral iron mid wood work fur 
tha coimtruction of ours is imuiufuQtuTod 
Tho last year has boon .i very busy one, 
and tho machine shops have beon kept 
in motion iiijjht and day, Sunday in- 
cluded, for tho last eighteen mouth*, the 
online scarooly ever stopping. The 
amount of work turned out is eiiorniisiia, 
about 120 mon hniiij,' employed, machin- 
ists, boiler-makers, blacksmiths, carpen- 
ters, paintera and helpers. The iron comes 
iu tho rough to tho machine shops, wlieru 
it ia worked up into the ironwork and in u 
ehinory required, the principal portion oT 
thn eastings being made l>y the Albion 
Iron Works of Victoria. .Two 10 Imrse- 
power hoist engines were built, one being 
thu first engine over constructed on the 
mainland qf British Columbia, the throt- 
tle being opened by Mr. Ondunlimk 
hJraaolf. A quantity of. Uicr .-steam 
msohinery has boon constructed, in 
a'uding itoam sin vols, Bteam derricks, 
pfce. During the past year '6 conductors' 
cabooses, 12 cattle c.irs, 9 box cars, 100 
|}u ears, 250 dump cars, 40 push cars, 10 
rail cars and 25 hand cars have been 
built, all constructed out of native tint 
bor furnished by the Texas lake mill, and 
comparing well with any built. Twenty- 
one. tint cars were commenced and finished 
ill one week's time. The cattle cars uro 
especially good. An official car was also 
constructed entirely of native wood, 
divided into parlor, sleeping apartments, 
kituhun, closet, etc., and is a very hand 
some car, luxuriously furnished. A great 
deal of other manufactured work has been 
done, besides tho many repairs that are 
always required on a const ruction line. 
The different departments are well sop 
plied with tho most approved machinery, 
and are under tho management of .Mr. \V. 
H. Armstrong, master mechanic, a llmr- 
oughly practical and ingenious gentleman, 
with Mr. D. Hoskor and Mr. VVestcott, 
foremen of tho machine and carpenter de- 
partments. It is a pleasure to \will< 
through the works and witness the thor 
ough and systematic maimer in which 
work is proaecuted. 

LEAVING YALK 

In thu morniun at 7 a.m. we pass through 
a tunnel 500 feet in length at tho entrance 
t« tlio canon, No. 1 of (i0 contract, cross 
thu famous Cariboo wagon read, through 
No^ 2 tunnel, 500 feet, a few seconds later 
erosB tho wagon road once more, through 
No. If tunnel, a short one, past the bin II, 
and slowly climb the mountain, the grade 
FjOfoet to tho mite over a solid roadbed 
made from the mountain side. 

THK HCENKKY 
now bocomos grand beyond description, 
tho mountains towering up above the 
snow. No. 4 tunnel is short and a stretch 
of tho road east of this is laid en a Led 
built up from the river side by solid ma- 
sonry 400 foet iu length. There are a 
number of masonry walls during the next 
fow miles. 'The road follows the winding 
tif the rivur and makes many sharp curves 
around huge masses of perpendicular rock 
on tho ouo flido with the foaming river 
Immediately beneath. The line repeated- 
ly crosses tho wagon road. About live 
miles beyond Yale the river scenery is 
rugged and grand, the mighty stream 
passing through narrow channels, a rush- 
ing torrent. There is now something 
about tho scenery that cannot be de- 
scribed; the mountain on both sides of 
tlio rivor lifting their peaks 3000 feet 
and moro, while ailvery streams 
dash down from the summit, over ter- 
races of rock, looking lovely in the morn- 
ing sunlight. It is charming, and we 
keep silent to drink in all the beauty and 
grundour that surrounds us. Eight miles 
from Yale is 



SAlLOIt BAK BLUFF, 

from which the road is enrvod out, 
huge masses uf rock overhanging the 
road thousands of tons in weight, one 
larger than all, extending to the full 
width of the truck which, if it was to fall, 
would dash us to atoms. A milo above 
this is an immenso deposit of tho river, 
showing its various strata, through which 
it must have been working many centur- 
ies to attain its present bed. An occas- 
ional tent along the river bank shows tho 
abode of tho miner taking advantage of 
tlio low water to search for tho precious 
metal. 

Bpuzzum village, IS!)5 foot above tho sea 
level, is a collection of Indian houses, tho 
Indians cultivating, tho soil on the rivor 
flat. Their little burying ground lies on 
the river's bank, with its open houses, 
white flags and crosses denoting tho place 
of tho dead. 

Sl'CZZUal OHKEK, 
a roaring, dashing stream, is spanned by 
Howe truss bridge, while the water of the 
creek foams 150 foet below until the river 
is reached a short distance from tho track. 
Above this is tho station. 

Thirteen miles above Vale is the gov- 
ernment suspension bridge, spanning tho 
Frasei- about 100 from the water. The 
highest water known on tho river, that of 
1882, washed over the roadway of the 
bridge. Tho Cariboo wagon road now 
follows tho opposite bank. A point a 
little above the bridge is the bluff from 
which Mr. Kbeits, one of the railway en- 
gineers, fell and was killed. Fourteen 
miles from Vale is tunnel No. 0, known as 
t'he 

11 1<1 TVS N RL 
1,500 feet, in length, cut through tho 
mountain. Tho train enters, and the 
smoke gradually obscures the light from 
the entrance until we are in total dark- 
ness, only broken as we emerge from the 
subterranean stretch of railway. 

No. 7 tunnel is a Hiiort one cut through 
a jutting lock tl list, before reaching this 
there is some gallery work, the rock over 
hanging the track [''iinlier on is heavy 

rock being pierced with seams and cracks, 
giving it tlio appearance of having been 
toyed with by a mighty earthquake, At 
tin.-, point w.i are about three hundred 
feet from the river and it high water the 
stream rises 100 feet in t'he narrow gorge, 
Nos 11, 10, 11 and 12 tunnels are close 
together, fr. in 1100 to -100 feet in length, 
ii portion of tho loud betwoon being built 
ol solid masonry. A stretch of trestle, 
and we reach Nos. II? and 14, and pass 
along under bluffs from which the rail 
way has been carved out. About eighteen 
miles fr mi Yale the railway passes a canon 
where the rocks jut nut like a miniatine 
giant's causeway, the river dashing through 
the gorge apparently but 100 feet in 
width. 

.Just before arriving at No. 14 tunnel is 
a gorge of the rivor called 

"iikm. OATK-," 
a very narrow passage for the mighty 
stream. The rock at 14 tunnel is lying 
in a slanting position. All through these 
canons of the Fniser tho roail will coat 
about §100,000 per mile. 

At China liar bluli' the wagon road on 
tiie opposite side winds along the moun- 
tain a thousand feet from the raging 
waters below, supported by timbers, and 
looking from the train as though it would 
be a dangerous proceeding to uveu ridu 
along it, with ut dashing over Us hard 
bed with a couch and six. This wagon 
road is a monument to the men who built 
it, I'm tin; engineering difficulties met 
with were immense, and il is wondrous to 
view the route through which this road, 
so valuable in its use to the interior, 
winds its way. Too much credit cannot 
be given to tho men who const ril -t ed it 
and the province that undertook the her 
culean task. We soon reach 

THK ski /./.v U|\ Kit, 
bridged by a llowo truss. It is a lovely, 
picturesque scone, one that must charm 
tile tourist and traveler to ga/.e at this 
dashing, splashing mountain torrent, leap- 
ing from rock to rock, one mass of white 
foam. It is alio one of the best, trout 
streams of llritish Columbia. The view 
from this point down the river is grand 

At Boston liar -100 feet above the sea 
level commences contract (ii, (i. A. 
Keefer, government engineer in charge. 
The Chinese miners were busy on the bar 
while the low water was favorable. Tho 
grounds of the Indian reservation oppo- 
site look pleasantly green. Tho banks of 
the river are low and arc of a gravelly ua- 
lure. The road is built alongside of a 
gravelly hill, at which a gang of men are 
at work widening tho entire slope. 

NOHTll 11 K.N 1), 

•IHIi feet above the sea level, will ho a di- 
vision stat ion of the road. Tenders have 
been culled for the building of tho round 
bouse of 10 stalls caffacity, water tanks, 
sidings, storehouses, etc. This is about 
the only level piece of land in 30 miles of 
the mountain division suitable for tho 
purpose. It was formerly Mr. Peter 
Kink's ranche, and is a fine piece of land, 
tilings of men were busy reducing the 
higher part of the land and raising tho 
lower to a level for the sidings, etc. N u 
doubt a busy little town will spring up in 
this favored spot when the line is open 
for through traffic. 

From North Bend we pass through a 
very gravelly country over a largo num- 
ber of trestles, ami 'M miles from Yale 
cross the Salmon river bridge, I span of 
200 feet, 2 .d' 80 each, 140 feet above tho 
stream. It is a wooden Howe truss, us 
total length being 3(10 feet. The land 
from Boston Bar to Lytturi is all of a 
friable nature. 

At a bur on the river at Kec'er's, 554 
feet above sen level, is the remains of the 
steainor Sktizzy, which so successfully 
wrestled witli tho torrents of the Frftsor, 
The machinery has been taken from it and 
forwarded to Van Home .station for the 
new steamer lo run on Lake Kamloops. 
To gel the machinery on ears a wooden 
track wait built down the haul; to tho stream, 
a distance of 800 feet, and the engines 
hauled up on a Hat car by moans of a loco- 
motive. There is a Howe truss bridge :!00 
feet in length over Seow Wash crock. Op- 
posite this is 

JACKASS MOUNTAIN 
where the Cariboo road seems but a minia- 
ture at its height 1,41)0 feet above tho river 
From its dangerous looking position one 
cannot but wonder ut tho few accidents 
that Lavs taken place on this portion of tlio 
wagon road. Quioko Creek is spanned by 



a Howo truss bridge, ono span of 150 bud 
another 100 foot, then a long stretch of- 
trcHtlo, Over 100 cars of tiuuW were used 
in tho construction. The bridge in about 
150 feet from the bottom of the gulch. 
Just before we came to 50-Mile l J ost wo 
puss Kanaka bur ami through two tunnels. 

AT CISCO, 

138 miles from Port Moody, and 529 feet 
above Hea level, xve cross the paKKonger 
train going west and a way freight. Walk- 
ing ahead we pass through a long tunnel 
ami are nt Cisco cation, where thu Frascr in 
crossed by the cantilever bridge, nud the 
railway follows- the south shore of -the 
Thompson. 

Tllli OANTILKVUH 

is a handsome looking bridge the first of 
its kind over designed and the second 
erected. It was designed by C. C. 
Schneider, -C. B.* of New , York, and is 
Similar to that built over tlio Niagara 
river for tho Canada Southern railway, 
designed by the same enirilioer nml the 
first erected. The site of tho crossing i« 
Cisco Call ii n | the Fraser lushing between 
vertical walls of rock, hundreds of foot in 
height and at a mean level of 110 feet, be- 
low the rails. The dimensions ate as fol- 
lows: Total length between abutments 
525 feet composed of two cantilevers of 
210 feet long, 1!) feet wide centre to cen 
tre, 25 feet deep at centres and 15 feet at 
ends, rooting at centres on masonry piers; j 
one central span connecting cantilevers of ! 
105 foet and Hi feet in depth. The piers ] 
and abutments are of quarry faced granite I 
thu former 32 feet high, SOxTO foot on 
copings in courses of two feet and over j 
clamped, dowollud and laid in Portland oe- I 
moot. The abutments ami ample anchor 
age for shorn ends uf cantilevers are II 1 
shaped and of same class of work. The 
weight of metal forming the bridge ia in 
all 54<i tons, divided as follows: Two 
hundred and forty-three thousand pounds 
of steel, 041,000 pounds of best wrought 
iron, 100,000 pounds of cast iron in 
pedestals. Tho* structure was niantifac 
tured by Hawks, Cruwahay i*c Sous, 
Gateshead -on Tyue., England, and waa 
erected under the personal supervision of 
Mr. ,). Tumlison, bridge engineer of the 
railway department, We arrive ;it 

I.viton, * 
fiSG feet above sea level 1 1 is a straggling 
village of a hundred liuqrea or flu", churches 
and government school house. A good 
dual of mining is still carried on up and 
down tlio Thompson river on the bars 
that are exposed at low water. Leaving 
Lyttou we nlso leave the Pniser, which 
we have followed for about 145 miles and 
run along the south side of the Thompson 
river.

"Sir,— Fi'om various reports in the pa- 
pers I see that tho Russians claim Sari- 
Yazi(i.o. the Vol low Plain) as their own, 
declaring this station on the roid to Pon- 
jdoli, as well Ms tho last named place, to 
beau integral part of tho Turcoman dis- 
trict of. Merw hi order to find a legal 
basis for this asset tiou they preteild that 
Penjdeh, as well as the whole tract of 
country extending from Marchah to the 
oasis of Merv, wus formerly incorporated 
by the Khan .if Khiva into the Tur- 
coman country, and '.hut consul) uontly the 
Russians, an the actual possessors of Merv, 
have the ri^lit to look upon Penjdel) aa 
their own property, tjuch an assumption 
is utterly false ami could easily lead to 
great misunderstandings. Tho fact is 
simply this. In the tune of tho Khivnn 
ruler Allah.' Kuli Khan (182(11841) tho 
Usbeos of Khiva had succeeded in extend- 
ing their forays from the Turcoman conn 
try to .the Upper Murghab and bad forced 
a large portion of tlie Djenishidis, thou 
subjects of A fo!i n install, to migrate to 
Koliteht'o, in the Khanate of Khiva. On 
that occasion the Usbegs had penetrated 
even beyond I'enjdeh, as far as Bala Murg- 
hab, but they retained at once to Merv 
without retaining any of tho said places. 
The same happened in the time Mahomed 
Emir Khun (18-13-55); and, since forays or 
temporary inroads in a country cannot be 
taken for a permanent conquest, the Upper 
Murghab — neither I'eujduh nor even tiari- 
Vazi cannot bo looked on as belonging to 
the Turcoman country, i. c., to Merv; and 
the Unssians are Again drifting into one of 
those dilemmas which are based upon the 
principle "My will is right." An far us 1 
know, the boundary of the Merv oasis to- 
wards the south never extended beyond 
Baba-Gorubez ;l iul Yoloteu, and this may be 
proved by t he Persian saying current among 
the Djonisbidis, "liuieM )'oli,trn" — vu., 
"He has gone beyond Yoloteu" — i. e., ho is 
fallen into the captivity of the Turcomans. 
Similar— uuy.-iuucb graver doubts exist as 
to tho elaiuis of Russian territory east of 
Herat; and if the government of St. Peters- 
burg, in spite of all this, should persist in 
defending these or other boundary claims, 
based merely upon the convetoiisuees of her 
military agents in the outlying districts of 
Central Asia, I am afraid the danger of a 
collision in the near future will bo hardly 
avoided, for it would be simply a political 
suicide if your government should give in 
to Russia in thai respect, aud place the hoy 
of India in the hands of your insatiable 
rival." 



IN CASE OF WAR. 

The sword of war hangs suspended by u 
single hair and this people, in common 
with all British subjects everywhere, are 
holding their breaths, figuratively speak- 
ing, until tlie question shall bo decided 
This is an issue which is to affect this pro- 
vince. The colonies, moved by a common 
impulse, have resolved that henceforward 
tlley will aid in time of war the mother 
country which has 30 long protected them. 
Australia has already dispatched a con- 
tingent of troops to tlie Soudan, and 
though Canada's oilers have not yet been 
accepted, it is certain that in the event of 
of war with Russia her aid would be very 
acceptable. A peaceful settlement may 
oven yet be arrived at; but for the last 
few days the news has been assuming a 
nurc warlike tone, and the whole world 
is electrified with the anticipation of a 
conflict. The ancients would have said 
that Mars, the god of battle, was riding 
through tho earth in his chariot drawn by 
the plunging coursers, Flight and Terror, 
and attended by his frighlf 11 1 charioteer 
Bellnna, with streaming lucks and nour- 
ishing in 0110 hand a torch and in the 
other tho whip of discord. In the east 
and in tho west, north and south, armies 
are massing, and one nation after another 
is being drawn into the strife. In Ohina, 
in Kgypt, in Central America and now 
even right at our doors, in the Northwest, 
the war trump has been sounded and op- 
posing forces are meeting in battle. Much 
aa war is to be deprecated, all must do 
their share in upholding the honor uf 
their country, and in a struggle with Rus- 
sia Canadians must resolve to do their 
duty. British Columbia being 011 the sea 
coast and adjacent to the Russian posses- 
sions in Asia may become the scene of a 
conflict and we are sure that Columbians 
will nut Hindi from defending tho posi- 
tion. Help has been promised from the 
imperial government, aud some of the 
eastern Canadian batteries could very Soon 
be dispatched to ("tie scene. The local 
militia though few in number could, we 
are sure, be made tile nucleus of a force of 
brave defenders if necessary. The niengre 
naval force on this station needs to be 
strengthened with ironclads and torpedoes, 
the shore batteries will be manned by 
volunteers and should the Russian fleet 
enter tho Straits they will meet with a 
tropical reception.

On aw a, March 25.— In tho commons 
to-night tho following telegram from 
Lieut. Uol. Irvine to Sir .luo. Macdonald, 
dated ''Fort Carleton via Winnipeg, 
March 27," was read by the premier: 
"Tho party under my command have just 
arrived. When near Fort Carleton I 
fouud Major Grozier with a party of 100 
had gone to Duck Lake to secure the 
large quantities of supplies there stored. 
They were met by some hundreds of 
rebels who held tin advantageous position 
at Bendy reserve and endeavored to sur- 
round Major Crozier's force of police and 
civilians. Tho robols fired lirst when tho 
firing became general. Major Crozier, 
owing to the disadvantage at which ho 
was taken retreated ill good order, ar- 
riving at the fort the same time as my parly. 
Ten civilians of Prince Albert and two 
policemen were killed and -1 civilians and 
7 constables wounded. The number of 
rebels killed ia not known. Tho police 
and civilians acted with the greatest brav- 
ery under a heavy (ire. The killed are: 
Constables - T. J. Gibson, G. P. Arnold. 
Civilians — Capt. Jne. iUuritoa, W. Napier, 
Jas.

Another report says I 
that two policemen and six civilians under | 
dipt. Moore ot the mounted police are 
killed. 

Seott, stationiuastcr at Duck Lake, has ! 
telegraphed that a tight occurred at Dnok I 
Lake to-day. Five policemen were killed I 
and 10 wonndoti. Loss of rebels is rtn- j 
known. This is believed to be q second 
fight as the first, according to official report, 
occurred yesterday. Humor has it that 1 
Major Crozier and the mounted police have 
surrendered. A telegram from Brandon 
says the mounted police have captured 
Louis Guuveruor an emissary of Riel who 
had been sent to the Indiana and half 
breeds of Broadview, Dakata. The pri 
soner says he left Riel six days ago and 
that he then had li Americans and 150 
men and that lit! was being joined by 
American Indians. Major Crozier and 
his men, he says, have been made pri- 
soners Tho prisoner was brought here 
and locked up by order of Gen. Middle- 
ton. A largo special train has just left 
here fur the west with the rest of the 
troops under command of Gen. Middle- 
ton. Supplies were taken for two weeks. 
Major Crozier sent word to Battleford 
recently that an attack upon tho 
fort by tho rebels was imminent. He had 
between J20 and 200 Indians under anna 
and three pieces of artillery. Great un 
easiness is felt here ever the report that 
the American Indians are going to join 
tho rebels. All Canadian Indians are 
known to be uneasy, and are threatening 
to rise. Reports from districts and towns 
throughout the country state that Com- 
panies are drilling for defense. 

II:iu«l Oi-ena<le Test, 

A tost of Harnden's grenade for the ex - 
tinguishinelit of fires was made yesterday iu 
the presence of the mayor, tho chief engi- 
neer and many citizens. Tho erection 
was of boards put up in a temporary man- 
ner and surrounded with lathes, 
shingles and tow which wore saturated 
with coal oil or other inflammable spirit. 
When the mass seemed to be well alight and 
a column of flame rushed ten feet high to- 
wards the blue dome a man ran forward 
and smashed two of tho grenades, each of 
which contained about, a quart of color- 
less liquid, at tho base of the tire. The 
llames instantly subsided ; and when two 
moit! grenades had been smashed the fire 
went entirely out- It was observed that 
the woodwork was not fairly on lire before 
the grenades were cracked, and that the 
conflict seemed to bo mure botween the 
two liquids than between tho contents of 
grenade and the mass of heat, and flame 
which would have been generated had the 
wood been allowed to get well ablaze. So 
far as it went the experiment was satis- 
factory; but it should have gone further. 
The managers of thu affair say that they 
were desired by tho chief engineer not to 
allow the fire to obtain too large propor- 
tions and that they will repeat tho test 
to- day on a more extensive scalo.

Sinco Mr. Aitken's appointment, over 
sixteen years ago, Mr. Thomson's is the 
Jird by the Homo Mission committee as 
such. During tho same time the Church 
of Scotland has cent nine ministers, and 
has had a Presbytery for nearly ten years 
May every prosperity attend tho Canadian 
church in its "new departure." It will 
requiro tho combined efforts of both 
churches to overtake the work that lies 
bef ire thorn in this province.

Mr. Mills said— On the 27th day of 
.November last three Chinamen wore com- 
mitted for trial on a charge of assault 
witli intent to kill. The grand jury were 
impanelled on a certain day when it was 
remarked that, a certain man sat as one of 
tho grind jurors. Prisoner went to my 
client, Ah Cluing, and told him thathu would 
have to pay $400 tu bribe the grand jury 
to throw out the hill. Some time after 
this, thu prisoner with a certain man in 
town whoso name I shall not mention, 
went to my client and told him that the 
grand jury bad thrown out. tho bill and 
asked him. to pay this 8400. My client 
objected, upon which the men threatened 
to call the police, and my client, nut 
knowing the uav- uf thu people, grew 
alarmed and paid $100, but subsequently 
made iiupiii ics and found that the money 
was paid t.i Mr. T. li. Humphreys to got 
tin! bill thrown out. Tim question was, first- 
ly, did they get the money fraudulently/ 
Secondly, was it paid to Mr. Humphreys) 

J C Prevost, sworn Am registrar of 
the supreme c >urt; remember the assizes 
being held on the 21th Novonihur last 
year. The assizes lasted until the 12th of 
December; 1 here produce the grand jury 
panel as returned by the sheriff; know 
thai Mr. Uuuiphruy sat on tho jury; 
know that an indictment was preferred 
against Ah K"vv, Wi Kong and Ga Washu.

His honor asked Mr. Mills what of- 
fence be thought tho evidence established, 
whether a felony or misdemeanor, 

Mr. Mills said thai it was ins honor's 
option. The money wa- obtained by 
fraud. It was a fact that Chinese hen! 
had the impression that they Could bribe 
Hie institutions hero as in China. Ho 
submitted that Ah Chung parted with the 
money thinking :t bail to lie paid to the 
grand jury, antl bail since found out his 
mistake. He thought a )>iltnn facie case 
had boon mailt! out ami that the prisoner 
should be committed. 

His honor iu slimming up tho evidence 
said that it was an outrageous thing that 
a threat sunh as the one made should bo 
used, that of demanding the money ti 
bribe the grand jury. If it were only to 
tint! out what kind uf menaces 
woro used, to- what ideas the 
Chinoee hail in reference to the courts 
here, tho case might be sent up. It 
seemed strange that such a throat should 
be believed, and had there only boon one 
witness ho Would not believe K ; but I 
several witnesses had proved the same | 
thing. There was in evidence that such 
threats bad been used antl be thought ho 
would have to commit the prisoner. j 

Mr. Wilson saitl that, as Mr. Hum 
phroys' name had been mentioned and ho ! 
was a member of the grand jury, he would j 
ask his honor before dually deciding to 
place him in the witness box. 

Thus Humphreys being sworn made tho I 
statement that some time in October last | 
Dr. Bow fieo Tupg came to him and said 
tluit sniiie of his friends had got into dif - 
hculties iu an assault case, and wanted 
hint to make arrangements for the de- 
fence.

Tho service amounted 
to £00 or £80, but id the money givnq he 
either hud £100 or £1'.!.". for himself, j 
There was an amount due, but could uol 
remember whether he apoko to Ah Get j 
about it before or after the grand jury ! 
throw the bill out. Hi! thought it was 
after, and Ah Get told him that the 
money would be lost o il .if their own ! 
pockets, as the society refused to act up 
to agreement. He asked witness' advice, 
and he had told Ah (iei that lot had a 
good cuso in suing for the amount. Ah 
tint afterwards told him be could not get 
tho money. There was no mention made 
by tho Chinese about, the grand jury then, 
antl the first ho had heard about, it, was in 
court to day. 

To Mr. Wilson -Don't remember the 
amount paid, but it was probably $.'100. 
He had received the money from several 
of them. He had paid the money out 
before the assize was held. He frequently 
did business for the Chinese. 

'I'd tho Court I was a member of tho 
grand jury lust aasi/.o. 

His honor committed Ah Koo for trial.

Condon, March 27. — The Globe says that 
a proposal partaking of tho nature of an 
ultimatum was telegraphed by the govern- 
ment to St. Petersburg yesterday, Jt re- 
quested at the same time that the Russian 
government should send an answer that 
would reach Downing street not later than 
Monday next. 'I he Globe also declares 
that Granville, on the ilitii inst., proposed 
to Russia that both Russians and Afghans 
should withdrow from that portion of ter- 
ritory at present subject to dispute, ond' re- 
main outside during the continuance, of 
negotiations then in progress in Loudon. 
To this proposal Russia sent no reply until 
last Wednesday. She refused to accede to 
England's proposition on the ground that 
tho withdrawal of her troops would ' bo a 
source of humiliation to Russia. After 
this answer was roceived the cabinet decid- 
ed to embody tho reserves and militia and 
seutt tho ultimatum already referred to. In 
tho event of war 25,000 militia will be as- 
signed garrison duty in Ireland, and num- 
bers of regulars will be released for active 
service. 

In the bouse of lords this evening, Gran- 
ville, replying to the Marquis of Salisbury, 
said there was nothing indicating a ten- 
dency to flinch on the part of the govern- 
ment regarding tho Afghan question. The 
government were firmly adhering to the 
policy agreed upon by both great political 
parties, while at the same time they were 
availing themselves of every means tu ar- 
rive .-it a satisfactory solution ol the difficul- 
ty. He was uuabio to fix tho date when 
negotiations would hi: concluded. Russia 
was now considering England's dispatch. 
England considered liussia hound by the 
recent agreement, in the meantime, the
